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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  DANIELS  COUNTY 

Daniels  County  encompasses  911,938  acres  of  private,  State,  tribal  and 
federal  lands  in  northeast  Montana.  Scobey,  the  county  seat  is  55  miles 
north  of  Wolf  Point,  41  miles  west  of  Plentywood  and  14  miles  south  of 
the  province  of  Saskatchewan,  Canada.  The  Burlington  Northern  Railroad 
bisects  Daniels  County  from  east  to  west,  passing  through  Scobey  and  the 
communities  of  Flaxville  and  Peerless.  The  East  Fork,  Middle  Fork,  and 
West  Fork  of  the  Poplar  River,  the  headwaters  of  which  are  in  Canada, 
flow  from  northwest  to  southeast  through  the  county.

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The  elevation  in  Daniels  County  varies  less  than  1,000  feet.  The  highest 
point  in  the  county  is  approximately  3,120  feet  near  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  county.  The  lowest  point  is  2,210  feet  16  miles  south  of  Scobey 
where  the  Poplar  River  flows  out  of  Daniels  County  into  Roosevelt  County. 


Aqriculture  is  the  mainstay  of  Daniels  County's  economy.  Sixty  percent  of 
the  land  in  Daniels  County  is  used  as  cropland.  Most  of  this  cropland  is 
devoted  to  the  production  of  grain  with  some  hay  also  being  produced   Nati 
rangeland  which  provides  forage  for  livestock  and  wildlife  accounts  for  39^ 
of  the  County's  acreage.

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II.  FIRE  HISTORY  AND  WEATHER  PATTERNS 
A.  FIRE  HISTORY 

Fire  history  data  has  not  been  accurately  recorded  over  the  years.  The 
data  in  Table  4  includes  the  best  estimates  available.  Most  fires  occur 
either  in  the  spring  prior  to  vegetation  green  up  or  during  the  late 
summer  through  early  fall  after  these  fuels  cure.  Most  fires  are  ignited 
by  equipment  and  occur  during  the  harvesting  of  grain  crops.  These  fires 
spread  rapidly  when  accompanied  by  wind.  There  are  two  railroad  lines 
operating  in  Daniels  County.  Railroads  are  the  number  two  man-caused

The  largest  fire  reported  in  recent  years  was  estimated  to  have  burned 
1,000-1,200  acres  before  being  brought  under  control  by  local  volunteers.

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B.  WEATHER  PATTERNS 

Daniels  County's  climate  is  best  characterized  as  having  cold  winters 
and  warm  summers  with  a  marked  variation  in  seasonal  precipitation. 
Precipitation  averages  12-13  inches  per  year,  most  of  which  falls  in 
the  form  of  rain  during  May  and  July.  Steady  gentle  rains  occur  in 
May,  June  and  September.  July  and  August  precipitation  is  generally  _ 
associated  with  summer  thunderstorms.  Thunderstorms  are  frequent  during 
the  summer  growing  season.  Winds  generally  accompany  these  thunderstorms 
as  they  cross  the  county  from  west  to  east.  Because  thunderstorms  do  not 
follow  any  particular  pattern  in  crossing  the  county,  lightning-caused 
fires  occur  at  random  throughout  the  county. 

Spring  is  the  windiest  time  of  year.  Fuels  are  dry  and  flashy  and  fires 
spread  rapidly  during  this  windy  period.  Potential  for  large  fires  is 
high  at  this  time  of  year  prior  to  spring  green-up  of  fuels.

2.  Cropland  Fire  Hazards 

Wheat  and  barley  dryland  crops  present  a  seasonal  fire  hazard. 
Fires  starting  in  ripe  grain  fields  under  the  right  conditions 
spread  rapidly.  The  dryland  cropping  systems  used  in  Daniels 
County  provide  for  summer  fallowing  up  to  42%  of  the  cropland 
which  assists  fire  control  efforts  by  providing  extensive  fuel 
breaks  throughout  the  county.

FIRE  RISKS 

A  fire  risk  is  an  ignitor;  something  that  starts  a  fire. 

Fire  records  indicate  that  man-caused  fires  start  most  of  the  fires  in 
Daniels  County.  Ignitors  in  order  of  significance  are:  equipment,  rail- 
road, debris  burning  and  recreationist. 

Lightning  does  play  a  significant  role  in  igniting  a  lot  of  fires.  Each 
year  approximately  100-200  tons  of  stacked  hay  is  destroyed  by  lightning 
fires.

3.  Livestock  and  Grazing  Values  at  Risk 

Livestock  and  associated  forage  needs,  represent  a  significant 
value  at  risk  and  protection  of  this  resource  is  a  high  priority, 
While  destruction  of  a  pasture  by  fire  is  not  a  permanent  loss, 
it  can  create  a  serious  short  term  economic  problem  for  the  land- 
owner. A  stockman  could  be  forced  to  lease  another  pasture,  buy 
feed  or  make  an  unplanned  sale  of  livestock  that  would  otherwise 
be  unnecessary.

4.  Industrial  Values  at  Risk 

Industry  comprises  a  wery   small  segment  of  the  economy  in  Daniels 
County.  There  are  some  industrial  values  at  risk  to  consider 
such  as  the  electrical  and  telephone  lines  that  serve  the  rural 
areas.  Damage  to  these  lines  in  a  fire  would  create  inconveniences 
and  would  result  in  expensive  replacement  costs. 

There  is  considerable  interest  in  potash  development  north  of 
Scobey.  If  development  does  in  fact  become  a  reality,  it  would 
represent  an  increase  in  values  at  risk.

IV.  CURRENT  FIREFIGHTING  CAPABILITY  OF  DANIELS  COUNTY 
A.  ORGANIZATION 

1.  Structural 

(a)  The  Scobey  Volunteer  Fire  Department  is  responsible  for 
structural  fire  protection  within  the  Scobey  city  limits. 

(tO  The  city  of  Peerless  has  a  tax  supported  fire  district 
which  provides  structural  fire  protection  in  the  Peer  ess 
city  limits.  The  communities  of  Whitetail  and  Flaxville 
have  volunteer  fire  companies  which  operate  within  their 
designated  boundaries. 

(c)  Structural  fire  protection  in  the  outlying  rural  areas  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  individual  property  owner  with 
some  assistance  being  received  from  the  volunteer  fire 
departments. 

2.  Wildland 

(a)  Privately  Owned  Lands  (639,229  acres) 

The  Daniels  County  Rural  Fire  Department  provides  protection 
to  the  privately  owned  lands  county-wide  and  assists  state 
lessees  on  state  leased  lands.  Volunteer  fire  departments 
in  Whitetail,  Flaxville  and  Peerless  respond  within  their 
established  areas  of  protection  but  will  assist  wherever 
needed  in  the  county  upon  call. 

(b)  State  Owned  Lands  (221,915  acres) 

The  state  delegates  the  responsibility  for  wildland  fire 
Detection  on  state  owned  lands  to  the  lessee  of  the  state 
land   A  cooperative  fire  control  agreement  between  Daniels 
County  and  the  State  of  Montana  would  aid  the  leases  of 
state-owned  land  in  the  county  in  providing  the  basic  level 
of  fire  protection  to  the  resources  on  these  lands. 

(C)  Fort  Pprk  Indian  Reservation  (50,794  acres)  (BIA  1978) 

The  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  is  responsible  for  the  protec- 
tion of  Tribal  and  Individual  Deeded  lands  within  the  Fort 
Peck  Indian  Reservation. 

(H)  Federally  Owned  Lands  (358  acres)  (BLM  1978) 

The  Bureau  of  Land  Management  provides  fire  protection  to 
the  lands  under  its  administration  in  the  county.

B.  TRAINING 

The  Daniels  County  Rural  Fire  Department  conducts  regular  fire  training 
sessions  each  month.  Volunteers  from  Peerless,  Whitetail,  and  Flaxville 
hold  training  sessions  on  an  irregular  basis  and  occassional ly  attend 
the  Daniels  County  Rural  Fire  Department  training  sessions.  Structure 
firefighter  training  programs  are  available  through  the  Fire  Academy. 

As  part  of  the  cooperative  fire  control  agreement,  wild! and  fire 
training  assistance  would  be  available  through  the  State  Division  of 
Forestry.

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C.  FIRE  PREVENTION 

Fire  prevention  activities  are  being  conducted  in  Daniels  County  as 
follows: 

1.  Educational  Measures 

Schools  in  several  Daniels  County  communities  annually  participate 
in  the  Keep  Montana  Green  Fire  Prevention  Poster  Contest. 

2.  Law  Enforcement 

State  law  28-630,  authorizes  the  county  governing  body  to  issue 
burning  permits.  This  authority  is  exercised  by  Daniels  County 
and  the  county  sheriff's  office  is  in  charge  of  burning  permit 
administration. 

3.  Fuels  Engineering 

During  the  average  year  forty  to  fifty  miles  of  firebreaks  are 
constructed  in  Daniels  County  by  private  landowners. 

D.  DETECTION,  REPORTING  AND  COMMUNICATIONS 

The  primary  means  of  fire  detection  is  direct  observation  by  local  resi- 
dents  These  people  are  very  fire  conscious  and  promptly  report  fires 
to  the  DanietsPCo5nty  Rural  Fire  Department,  to  local  volunteer  fire 
departments,  or  to  the  Sheriff's  office. 

The  telephone  provides  the  primary  communications  network  between  the 
outlying  rural  areas  and  the  various  fire  departments. 

A  radio  page  system,  presently  used  by  the  hospital  and  some  ambulance 
driver  members  of  the  Daniels  County  Rural  Fire  Department,  could  be 
used  in  an  "emergency  only"  fire  situation. 

E.  PRESUPPRESSION 

1.  Transportation  System 

Road  systems  are  shown  on  Map  #2.  All  of  the  county  is  accessible 
fay  four  wheel  drive  vehicle.  There  is  an  all  season  landing  strip 
at  the  City-County  Airport  on  the  north  edge  of  Scobey  for  small 
privately  owned  aircraft.  Several  ranchers  in  the  county  have 
private  airstrips.

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F.  SUPPRESSION 


1 .  Dispatching  and  Initial  Attack 

Fire  Reports  are  made  to  the  appropriate  local  volunteer  fire 
department.  The  Daniels  County  Rural  Fire  Department  also  responds 
to  all  fire  calls  with  two  trucks  out  of  Scobey  in  support  of  the 
outlying  Volunteer  Fire  Departments. 

2.  Coordination  and  Support 

All  support  actions  are  coordinated  through  the  Daniels  County 
Sheriff's  Office.  The  Sheriff  is  the  county  firewarden.  Upon 
arrival  at  a  fire,  the  initial  attack  crew  reports  the  fire  situa- 
tion to  the  Daniels  County  Rural  Fire  Department.  Reinforcements, 
if  needed,  are  dispatched  from  Scobey.  Additional  reinforcements 
come  from  the  other  volunteer  fire  departments  within  the  County 
Protection  Area. 

3.  Cooperative  Agreements  and  Mutual  Aid  Assistance 

(a)  Adjacent  Counties 

The  Daniels  County  Commissioners  have  entered  into  Mutual 
Aid  Agreements  with  Valley  and  Sheridan  Counties  through 
the  Emergency  and  Disaster  Services  Program.  There  is  no 
formal  agreement  with  Roosevelt  County  at  this  time. 

(b)  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs 

There  is  no  formal  mutual  aid  agreement  between  the  Fort 
Peck  Indian  Reservation  and  Daniels  County. 


G.  FUNDING 


1.  County  Funds  ($3,200) 

Daniels  County  funds  about  $3,200  per  year  for  rural  fire  protection. 

2.  Rural  Volunteer  Fire  Department  Funds  ($3,645-$5,145) 

(a)  Scobey  Volunteer  Fire  Department— $1 ,100  per  year 

(b)  Peerless  Volunteer  Fire  Department— $980  per  year 

(c)  Whitetail  Volunteer  Fire  Department— $965  per  year 

(d)  Flaxville  Volunteer  Fire  Department— $600  per  year 

Each  of  the  Rural  Volunteer  Fire  Departments  receive  some  funding 
annually  from  Daniels  County.  Scobey  received  $1,500  in  1978  in 
addition  to  their  normal  budget. 

3.  Volunteer  Efforts 

There  are  approximately  seventy  Volunteer  Firemen  on  fire  department 
rosters  in  Daniels  County.  There  are  also  fifteen  area  firewardens 
who  cooperate  with  the  Daniels  County  Firewarden  in  distributing 
burning  permits.  It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  economic  value  of 
the  many  hours  of  service  provided  by  Daniels  County  volunteers. 
The  donated  time  in  training,  attending  meetings  and  fighting  fires 
alone  is  worth  thousands  of  dollars. 
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V.  PROTECTION  NEEDS 

A.  ORGANIZATION  AND  PLANNING 

The  County  working  with  the  State  should: 

1.  Enter  into  a  cooperative  fire  control  agreement  with  the  State  of 
Montana.  This  action  will  enable  Daniels  County  to  supplement, 

and  improve  its  fire  protection  of  State  and  private  natural  resources 
within  the  county  area  of  responsibility. 

2.  Form  a  county  rural  fire  council.  This  organization  would  serve  in  an 
advisory  capacity  to  assist  in  identifying  and  solving  fire  problems 
throughout  the  county. 

3.  Develop  a  State-county  annual  operating  plan.  This  plan  would  identify 
manpower  and  equipment  needs,  equipment  locations,  areas  of  respon- 
sibility, communications  procedures  and  the  necessary  organizational 
structure. 

B.  TRAINING 

The  County  working  with  the  State  should: 

1.  Provide  basic  wildland  fire  training  to  volunteers  as  outlined  in  the 
annual  operating  plan. 

2.  Provide  equipment  operation  training  to  volunteers;  particularly  to 
users  of  State  loaned  equipment. 

3.  Identify  specific  training  needs  that  will  be  beneficial  to  volunteers 
and  assist  in  filling  these  needs. 

C.  FIRE  PREVENTION 

The  County  working  with  the  State  should: 

1.  Coordinate  prevention  efforts  as  identified  in  the  annual  operating 
plan. 

2.  Develop  public  awareness  of  the  fire  danger  through  news  media 
exposure. 

3.  Promote  fire  prevention  programs  in  local  schools  including  partici- 
pation in  the  Keep  Montana  Green  Poster  Contest. 

4.  Coordinate  County  fire  closure  requests,  as  needed. 

D.  DETECTION,  REPORTING  AND  COMMUNICATIONS 
The  County  working  with  the  State  should: 

1.  Install  radio  equipment  in  at  least  one  initial  attack  tanker  in 
each  volunteer  fire  organization  to  provide  for  more  efficient  use 
of  fire-fighting  forces  and  equipment. 

2.  Expand  the  use  of  radio  pagers  to  include  the  county  fire  service. 
This  would  provide  faster  notification  of  volunteers  and  reduce 
initial  attack  response  times. 
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E.  PRESUPPRESSION 
1 .  Equipment 


An  analysis  of  the  available  information  indicates  that  the  State 
of  Montana  should  provide  to  Daniels  County  the  following  equipment: 

(a)  4  -  Initial  attack  tankers.  These  tankers  should  be  four 

wheel  drive  trucks  with  200  gallon  tanks,  fire  pumps 
and  tool  complements. 

(b)  2  -  1,000  gallon  tanks  complete  with  fire  pumps  and  tool 

complements.  The  County  will  supply  trucks  for  these 
slipon  units. 

(c)  1  -  Ten  Man  Fire  Tool  Unit 

(d)  4  -  Five  Man  Fire  Tool  Units

2.  Manpower 

Additional  volunteer  firemen  should  be  recruited  to  increase  the 
forces  at  the  Peerless  and  Flaxville  Volunteer  Fire  Departments. 
This  is  not  anticipated  to  be  a  problem. 

SUPPRESSION 

1 .  Dispatching  and  Initial  Attack 

Placing  light  tankers  with  existing  volunteer  fire  departments  will 
reduce  the  initial  attack  response  time  and  increase  their  efficiency. 
Installing  radios  in  these  tankers  will  improve  communications  and 
provide  a  link  between  all  firefighting  forces  in  the  county. 

2.  Cooperative  Agreements 

A  cooperative  fire  control  agreement  between  Daniels  County  and  the 
State  of  Montana  will  enable  the  county  to  receive  assistance  in 
organization  and  planning,  equipment  procurement,  wildfire  control 
training  and  fire  prevention  efforts.  In  addition,  the  county  will 
receive  State  support,  if  needed,  in  a  fire  emergency  situation.  The 
State  will  benefit  by  receiving  protection  on  the  221,915  acres  oi 
State  land  and  the  639,229  acres  of  private  lands.
